THE OBJECT OF GRAND DUKES' PROFOSED ARRIVAL IN THE FAR EAST. 


The report of " Vechernee Vremia" received from foreign sources 
in Harbin, regarding the Grand Dukes Dmitry Pavlevitch and Nikita Ale- 
xandrovitch proposed trip, has been confirmed by a tele@ram from Paris 
addressed to a certain poelitical organization in Shanghai. The tele- 
grem also mentions the Grand Dukes' intention to visit Shanghai, 

The telegram was received from Professor Veevolodoff,Paris repre- 
sentative of General Gaida,whe when requested from Shanghai, gives infor 
metion on decisions adopted in certain political circles in connection 
with the movement in favour of the establishment of a " White Buffer 
State " in the Far East. 

It appears from the telegram that this movement has taken a con- 
erete form and that about April 2d, the Staff of the future ereanisation 
will leave for the Far East with General Gaida at the head,who will be : 
released frem gael on April 7 after having served a sentence of impri- 
sonment for his pelitical activity in Czeehoslovakia. It also appears 
from the telegram thet one of the Grand Dukes will be at the head of 
the movement.

- This declaration is considered by leading Kussian circles in 
Mukden and Harbin as being an outcome of a wrong conception of the nature 
of public work on the part of the association asca whole,as well as on the 
* part of the majority of its individual leaders, a 

The association came into existence immediately after the 
events in hanchuria in order to utilize the natural impulse of the loeal 
Russian population to unify themselves and participate in the construction 
of the new state. 

This idea ,quite sound in substance, was however carried out 
in an imrroper manner, . 

Several persons who have no connections with the large mas- 
ses of emigrants, attempted to bring abovt the unification on their own 
initiative and to place the Russian population before an accomplished fact.

operations at Shanghai. This is evidently due to the

376 "White® Russian troops, who were fully armed, 
arrived here from Diaren on board the sese "Changchun Maru® 
on the morning of February 25.
